The Govern- 
ment have, no doubt, done a foolish thing in 
allowing the Pope to declare ‘ that this and that 
marriage between Catholics and non-Catholics is 
invalid.” We cannot stand the Pope interfering 
with the marriage rights of British subjects, 
and there is an end to it. But I am not 
sure that Lord Salisbury was wrong in send- 
ing a Mission to the Vatican. Why shouldn’t 
we have some relations with the Pope? We 
have thousands—hundreds of thousands—of 
Catholic subjects in the Queen’s dominions. 
The most intricate questions are always arising 
in regard tothem. I will go further, and say 
that, if we are to have a Mission at all, let it be 
an open and accredited one, such as Germany and 
Austria possess, and not an underground busi- 
ness such as the Errington Mission was under 
Mr. Gladstone. > 

Still, there is an evil element in all these 
negotiations with the Vatican which is common 
to all Governments—Tory and Liberal. The 
negotiator, whether he be a Simmons or’ an 
Errington, is always inclined to go further than 
his credentials, if he has any, allow him. This 
may be what Sir Lintorn Simmons has done in 
agreeing—and most improperly agreeing—that 
the nomination for Irish bishoprics shall first be 
viséd, as it were, by Lord Salisbury. Well, this 
was what

tried to do in the case of Dr. Walsh, now the 
Nationalist Archbishop of Dublin. Errington 
was an ambitious, fussy man, and I believe he 
did the most extraordinary things without con- 
sulting anybody. Indeed, the most comic part 
of the whole business was that Mr. Gladstone 
was vehemently opposed to the Errington Mis- 
sion, and his scruples were only overcome by 
Lord Spencer and the majority of the Whig 
members of the Gladstone Cabinet, who strongly 


Cardinal Newman. 


So Cardinal Newman is dead. What a blank it 
seems to leave in the national life—not that the 
Cardinal ever had very much to do with what 
makes up the average lives of most of us—poli- 
ticians, men of business, workers, and what not. 
He lived apart, sending only occasional messages 
to the great world which knew him as a figure 
more saintly and beautiful than the common. , I 
have heard a good many stories of the great 
Cardinal in his Oratory, though I never had the 
good fortune to see that wonderful face—so like 
Ceesar’s, as his friends used to say—or to hear 
the matchless music of his voice, which affected 
Matthew Arnold so deeply. All that we heard 
went to confirm the popular idea of the 
Cardinal’s intellect and moral beauty. Till 
within the last year or so of his life, he was a 
teetotaler; he hated smoking; he ate but a 
very little, mostly vegetarian diet, and he often 
prepared his food, and usually made his bed, with 
his own hands. Like Cardinal Manning, he was 
an ascetic, but he had, perhaps, a more dis- 
tinctly cultured side to his personality. He loved 
art, music, poetry. He invariably attended, 
when he was well enough, the meetings of the 
Birmingham Festival, and music was one of his 
chief solaces. His rule at the Oratory was 
gentle but firm, and the inmates adored the 
Cardinal. He was always the most delicate of 
men, and, like other delicate men, he lived to a 
great age. Mr. Gladstone was once a close friend 
of the Cardinal’s, and when he was at the great 
Bingley Hall demonstration, two years ago, he 
called on the Cardinal at the Oratory.

Theatre in 1864. The late Mr. Phelps was so

Mr. Chatterton to engage him for Drury-Lane, 
where he played Malcolm to the Macbeth of 
Phelps, and Cassio to his Othello. He has been

The Naval Manceuvres supply plenty of points 
worth illustrating. Although the British Fleet 
under Sir George Tryon was bound by official orders 
to remain in port for twenty-four hours after the 
declaration of war at five o’clock on Friday evening, 
Aug. 8, nosuch regulation fettered the energies of the 
hostile squadrons, and several of their torpedo-boats, 
probably those which have been directed to use 
Alderney as their base, opened proceedings last 
Saturday morning by a characteristically dashing 
attack on Sir George Tryon’s ships as they lay in 
Plymouth Sound. ‘The cruisers, however, discovered 
their insidious foes as they crept towards their big 
quarry, and, a furious fire being opened, the torpedo 
flotilla at last drew off, claiming, however, to have 
disabled several of Sir George Tryon’s fleet, while the 
latter dispute this, and assert that more than one of 
the attacking boats were °“ annihilated.” 


The inquest on the bodies of Mrs. Townsend and 
Mr. Delamotte was resumed; and concluded at 
Deptford on Monday. ‘The medical evidence was 
that the deaths were caused by prussic acid, and a 
chemist spoke to Mrs. Townsend having purchased 
some of the poison from him. Mrs. Pearce, wife of 
a builder at West Ham, said she had met Mrs. 
Townsend at the London Bridge Station and other 
places. She had seen her meet a gentleman, who 
went into the London Hospital. ‘The deceased told 
Mrs. Pearce that she had to put on two faces, and 
she asked the witness to hide her for five days, as her 
husband was going abroad, and she found that she 
could not go. The jury found that the deaths were 
caused by poison, but how administered there was no 
evidence to show.

Work in the slaughter-houses of Rome for the 
wd few days has been performed by soldiers, the 
utcbers declining to carry out the instructions which 
have been issued directing a new and less cruel pro- 
cess of slaughtering cattle. Riotous demonstrations 
have taken place in the streets, the refractory butchers 
making desperate efforts to gain admittance to the 
slaughter-houses, but on each attempt they have 
been driven back at the point of the bayonet. Thirty 
arrests have been made.

Queen, and his evident desire to be very gracious and 
pleased has delighted his grandmother. ‘lhe Prince 
of Wales surpassed himself in his attempts to make 
everything go off well, and he succeeded marvellously. 


The Prince of Wales, who was accompanied by 
the Princess of Wales and Princesses Victoria and 
Maud, on Saturday last opened the fine New Town- 
hall at Portsmouth, which was erected at a cost of 
£130,000. ‘Thousands of spectators lined the route 
of the procession, and thestreets were gaily decorated. 
Loyal addresses were presented, and the Prince, in 
his reply, expressed the hope that the deliberations 
which would take place within those walls would 
tend to the prosperity of the town. Our Portsmouth 
readers would have had setches of the event, had not 
the drawings reached us too late for publication. 


Prince Henry of Battenberg was obliged, says 
Atlas, to return to Osborne for the visit of the 
Emperor, the Queen insisting that he should make 
his first official appearance as Governor of Caris- 
brooke Castle on the oecasion of the Emperor’s 
visit.

Mr. Gladstone, accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone 
and Mrs. Henry Gladstone, has gone to Hawarden, 
and will remain there till he goes to Scotland on his 
autumn campaign.

| ver saw the dashing young Emperor taking formal 
possession of Heligoland ; and at five on the morning of 
Monday last the Empress welcomed the Emperor back 
to Berlin, where his Imperial Majesty lost no time in 
having an interview with his Chancellor, General Von 
Caprivi. He had a really “ good time” at Osborne 
with the Queen and the Royal family. On Aug. 6 
the German Emperor, accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales and the Royal Dukes, left Osborne for Eastney 
Garracks, and was entertained at lunch by the officers 
of the Royal Marine Artillery. Refreshment over, 
the Emperor, with the Prince of Wales, adjourned 
to a platform opening out of the mess-room and over- 
looking a grassy mead stretching towards Fort Cum- 
herland. Immediately below, a rough line of defence 
had been thrown up made of trucks and ammunition- 
carts, behind which were posted the Royal Marine 
Light Infantry and a nine-pounder. The object of 
the manœuvres was to demonstrate the value of 
Colonel Crease’s smoke fuses, it being that gallant 
viûcer’s opinion that under cover of a thick volume 
of vapour a second line of opponents could be brought 
into action without material loss or detection by the 
enemy. ‘The fuses are long cases, not unlike exag- 
verated rockets, and charged with a mixture which, 
when lighted, emits particularly dense fumes. The 
uttack, under the command of Colonel Ogle, was 
opened by the advance of the Inniskilling Fusiliers 
in scarlet and busbies. Under cover of the fuses the 
Marine Artillerymen might presently be perceived 
coming to the support of their comrades, and as the 
haze got denser they charged down on the barracks 
and supposititiously carried the position. Under 
cover of the smoke a whole battery of artillery was 
brought within fifty yards of the front. The Ger- 
man military authorities are of opinion that Colonel 
Crease’s invention is likely to be of material value 
with further development. At the conclusion of the 
fray Colonel Crease was personally complimented by 
the Kaiser and the Prince of Wales. The Royal 
party next proceeded to inspect the barracks, 
beginning with the men’s quarters, and throughout 
the tour the knowledge and observation of the 
kemperor commanded general admiration. He was 
also much pleased with the bearing of the Inniskillings 
at the review. 


The German Emperor breakfasted with her 
Majesty last Friday week, and afterwards held a 
reception on board the Hohenzollern, the Prince of 
Wales coming from the Osborne. In the afternoon 
the Queen gave a luncheon at Osborne House, the 
Emperor and the members of the Royal family being 
present. With the Prince of Wales, his Majesty 
witnessed from the tower of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron the Cowes Town Regatta, and, after taking 
tea on one of the yachts, his Imperial Highness 
requested that his band should play to the vast crowd 
of holiday-makers. A programme of music was 
performed.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Autuor.—Copyright is not acquired at Stationers’ 
Hall by registration of the book. The copyright 
exists independently of registration. But before any 
action can be brought for infringement of copyright, 
the entry must be made at Stationers’ Hall, London, 
and a copy of the book must have been sent to the 
British Museum. It is, of course, prudent to register 
every book when it is published. 


ELECTRICITY.— Electric light can be supplied both 
by local authorities—such as corporations—or by 
private companies. But in the latter case it is 
hardly practicable to supply electric light excepting 
by ‘ provisional order” or ‘‘ license,” to be obtained 
from the Board of Trade under Electric Lighting 
Acts 1882 and 1888. The consent of the local 
authority is generally required by the Board of Trade 
before it will grant such license or provisional order. 
You should consult the Electric Lighting Acts 1882 
and 1888, and you will find that you cannot go far 
in a matter of this sort without instructing a solicitor, 
if you contemplate any public lighting by electricity. 


THIRD CLAss.—It does not appear clear from your 
letter that your adult daughter was entirely free 
from blame. If she were herself careless in alighting 
from the train in broad daylight, thus contributing 
to the accident, she is guilty of what is called in law 
“ contributory negligence,” and probably no damages 
could be recovered against the railway company. 


INFANT.—You are not entitled to repudiate your 
wife upon the ground that you were not twenty-one 
when you married her. ‘The marriage is binding on 
you both. In the case whic’. you put, your wife is 
entitled to claim support from you, unless you can 
prove that she has been guilty of adultery which 

ou have not condoned. In that case even the Poor 
وم‎ Guardians would not be able to recover from you 
for your wife’s maintenance. 


Lucy must apply to the local Justices of the Peace 
for an affiliation summons against the putative father. 
Such summons may be issued before the birth of the 
child, or within one year after its birth, or at any 
time whatever on proof that the real father has, 
within twelve months next after the child’s birth, 
paid money for its maintenance; or at any time 
within twelve months after the return to England of 
the man alleged to be the father of the child, upon 
proof that he ceased to reside in England within 
twelve months next after the birth of the child. But 
Lucy must have some corroborative evidence to sup- 
port her own as to the paternity. Letters, of course, 
from the alleged father would be good evidence. So, 
also, would be conversations in the presence of third 
persons, or some other evidence implicating the man, 
and which would satisfy the Justices.

One of the greatest difficulties met with in the 
construction of this harbour is that there was no 
stream of fresh water which could be utilised for 
clearing away the constant deposits of sand 
which threatened to choke up the entrance to 
the haven. This difficulty was overcome by the 
adoption of Smeaton’s design for an inner basin 
capable of retaining the water, and designed to 
clear the outer harbour of its “accumulation of 
silt by the periodical opening of a number of 
sluices. This proved very effectual, and in recent 
years a powerful hopper dredger, purchased by 
the Board of Trade, has been of great assistance 
in maintaining a good depth of water in the 
harbour. A proposal is now on foot to reduce 
the heavy shipping dues, certainly a desirable 
consummation, and to provide better accom- 
modution for yachts. Of the two piers,

at which the steamer and pleasure boats embark 
and discharge their passengers, is the more ani- 
mated at all times.

(purple crimson), Zulu (marone crimson), William 
Rayner (terra-cotta), Cannell’s seedling (crimson, 
tipped white), Lady Dyke (golden), Lady Marsham 
(salmon), Lady Kerrison (amber, edged scarlet), 
Charming Bride (white, tipped bright rose), and 
Henry Patrick (white). "They only require the 
ordinary treatment of the older varieties, but should 
have an open and sunny situation and only moder- 
ately rich soil. 


Hollyhocks 


are now conspicuous in stately beauty. These grand 
old-fashioned plants are so easily and successfully 
raised from seed that there is no necessity to trouble 
with named varieties, which are comparatively diffi- 
cult of propagation, and, moreover, far more liable 
to the deadly disease that at one time threatened 
to annihilate them altogether. Good seed will 
produce from 60 to 80 per cent. of fine double flowers, 
so that there is no need to grow the still pretty but 
greatly inferior single forms. Plants raised from 
seei sown last June or July are now in full bloom, 
and will be followed by those sown in heat in January 
or February of this year, and planted out in April or 
May. Among the many fine herbaceous plants with 
which our gardens are now so well supplied, 


Canterbury Bells 


have been very attractive lately. They may be had in 
sll shades of white, rose, lavender, blue, and purple, 
and the new ‘‘cup and saucer” forms (Campanula 
media calycanthema) are not only very curious, but 
far more showy than the typical kinds. If the seed 
pods are وک ور‎ off after flowering, these plants will 
usually bloom again in autumn. Sweet-williams are 
very fine just now ; some of the best may be marked, 
and seed saved from them. ‘The

(I. Kæmpferi, or levigata) are now blooming— the 
last of the mauy fine sections of this beautiful flower 
to do so. They are quite distinct from any of the 
other species, and the colours are extremely rich and 
varied.

should be placed where their roots are in, or within 
the reach of, water. 
Roses 


must now be budded without delay, and if the estab- 
lished plants are kept in a clean, healthy, and grow- 
j ing condition, with plenty of water and manurial 
| nutriment, they will bloom more or less freely a 
second time inthe autumn. Continue layering carn- 
ations, and strike cuttings; mark any seedlings 
that are worth keeping, aud propagate from them. 
Early sown seedlings should also be pricked out. 
Give chrysanthemums in pots abundance of water 
and liquid manure, and trap earwigs, by means of 
small inverted pots partly filled with dry moss, placed 
on the top of the sticks. 


Pansies and Violas 


that are going out of condition should be cut over 
close to the ground, when they will break up from 
' ‘the bottom again almost immediately, and bloom 
again nicely presently. The young shoots so obtained 
, make the best of cuttings. Commence

As a Health Resort 


Ramsgate would be hard to beat. Cloudless 
skies, bright sunshine, light ozone-laden zephyrs 
are the characteristics of the place. Possessing 
a southern exposure from the sea, the weather 
even during December and January is so 
pleasant that people sit out of doors and with 
their windows wide open, while the rainfall is 
less than that of any other town in the British

The Flower Garden 


should this month be at its brightest nnd best. 
Everything is unusually backward this year, but the 
recent long-desired and welcome 
change in the weather has already 
effected a great improvement in 
the appearance of our flower-beds 
and borders, and owing to the ex- 
ceptional heavy rainfall vegetation 
generally still remains in a re- 
markably fresh and bright condi- 
tion. Now that bedding-planty, 
&c., are in full bloom is the time 
to note the result of any fresh 
arrangements or combinations, and 
to jot down new suggestions for 
another season. 
Neatness 


in all departments, and carried 
out to the furthest reasonable ex- 
tremity, is of the greatest possible 
aid to the full enjoyment of the 
garden at this season. Weedless 
tlower-beds and, walks, well-kept 
and shaven lawns, neatly trimmed 
edgings, and carefully tended plants 
are of quite as much importance 
as high-class flowers and skilful 
cultivation. 


Nature Unadorned 


has its charms, undoubtedly, but 

for these we must go into the lanes, woods, or 
“ wilderness,” not into the flower-garden proper, 
where neatness and order ought to reign paramount. 


Dahlias 
are just commencing to bloom, and, should the 


weather prove dry, must be abundantly watered, | 
both at the root and overhead, and securely yet by | 


no means tightly tied to stout supports. Besides 
being somewhat top-heavy, these are hungry sub- 
jects , and liquid manure of almost any kind, if not 
too strong, may be substituted for the pure article 
with advantage—at the root only, of course. The

the conclusion that it is much better to begin 
one’s day’s work on a light than on a heavy 
breakfast. Besides, a very hot spell of this kind 
cannot last indefinitely, and there are bound to 
be some cool or, at least, less warm days. 


The first part of my route has been over the 
well-known road between Dieppe and Paris by 
way of Rouen—a road which to the English 
tourist in France is beginning to be what the 
Ripley road is to the London scorcher. I have 
already had something to say about it in this 
column, and have noted some of its principal 
beauties. As this is the touring season, perhaps 
it will not be amiss to mention again one of its 
great advantages. This is the ease with which 
one gets one’s machine through the Custom house 
at Dieppe without being obliged to leave a 
deposit. Indeed, there is no trouble with the rest of 
one’s luggage. The other day I was for opening 
my bags so as to hurry up matters, but the porter 
told me to wait, and the old woman who was 
serving as Custom House officer marked them 
with the mysterious signs without asking even to 
have them unstrapped. This is no small advant- 
age. Besides, the journey from Newhaven to 
Dieppe, though long, is really very pleasant. 


1 have passed a great number of machines on 
the roads. Every few months it is easy to see 
how much more popular the sport is constantly 
becoming with Frenchmen. And I have met not 
only riders out evidently for pleasure, but men 
who are using their machines to cover long dis- 
tances over which their daily work carries them. 
I have been very much struck with this these last 
few days. French workmen seem to understand 
that in the end a cycle which can save them so 
much time is an economy. 


I have also noticed how very great is the 
interest taken here in all cycling affairs in Eng- 
land. The triumphs of Mecredy and Osmond at 
the late N.C.U. Championships and other Pad- 
dington events have been duly recorded in 
French papers so that it seems but fair in return 
that the English cycling press and some of the 
evening papers in their cycling column should 
give more and more space to French news. _ 


There is some talk of a tax being levied on 
machines in France—a tax of some four or five 
francs. There is comparatively little opposition 
to this measure, as French cyclists feel it would 
give them certain rights which they do not now 
possess, and as the money would be appropriated 
to the repair and maintenance of roads. People 
who have so long enjoyed all the advantages of a 
splendid system of highways are willing to spend 
money in its support. I wish we could only take 
a lesson in this respect from France. Since I 
have been riding again on these hard, smooth 
roads, so admirably kept, I have been wondering, 
by the way, what has become of our Roads 
Improvement Association, 
remember rightly, nothing has been heard for 
What good work has it been 
doing in secret? Under what great obligations 
has it placed cyclists and all who use the roads? 
I, for one, should like to know. 


A last word of advice to those whose summer 
holiday will bring them in this direction. -Dress 
as lightly as you can, but wear wool in prefer- 
ence to cotton or linen; wear grey rather than 
dark colours, for the dust at times is very bad, and, 
if you want to live well and economically, con- 
form to the customs of the country. One reason 
why Englishmen are so ready to come to the 
Continent for their holidays is that in most Con- 
tinental countries you can live so much more 
cheaply than in English inns and hotels.

Brussels sprouts, broccoli, and other winter greens 
look remarkably well, the showery weather having 
just suited them, and given them a capital start. 
Savoys, hardy kale, sprouting broccoli, and coleworts 
for late crops may still be planted, but it must be 
done at once. The main autumn sowing of

should bemade at once in northern and cold districts, 
and during the second week in the southern counties.

to stand the winter, must be sown about the 25th, 
on a sheltered border. A first sowing of the large 
Rocca and Tripoli onions should be made at once, and 
another about the middle of the month, to be 
transplanted in the spring.

of peaches, apricots, and indeed of all stone fruits, 
pears, &c., when grown on walls, or as dwarf trees in 
any form, must now be commenced. If this import- 
ant operation, which consists chiefly in removing or 
cutting back all superfluous shoots, and pinching out 
the points of the rest, the leaders excepted, is skilfully 


and thoroughly performed, it is hardly necessary to 


touch the trees with the knife in the winter, and 
this, in the case of stone fruits, should always be 
avoided as much as possible. Always begin at the 
top. and proceed gradually to the bottom of the trees. 
Plums, cherries, and other trees may now be

with great success. This is a much easier as well as, 
on the whole, better method of propagation than 
grafting. It is performed in exactly the same way 
as in budding roses. B. Ce R. 


ON WHEELS IN FRANCE. 


Ir the weather at home is anything like the 
weather we are having on the Continent, the 
sun is hot and bright enough to make up for the 
clouds and cold of July. It is here almost im- 
possible to ride save in the cool of the very early 
morning and very late evening—that is, before 
ten and after six—which does not give one a very 
long day on one’s machine. But the discomforts, 
and us you get south the dangers, of riding in 
the heat of the day are too great to be risked. 


As I do not want to discourage anyone who 
has arranged for a tour in France, where I 
now am, let me add at once that on the Con- 
tinent it is a far simpler matter to make an early 
start than it would be in England. Coffee and 
rolls are to be had at any hour, no matter how 
untimely. I have started at five or six every 
morning, and, in midsummer, I have come to
